If Mr. Wilson succeeds in control­ 


ling the proceedings of the San F ran ­ 


cisco convention there will certainly 


be included in the platform ii plank 
endorsing the league of nations w ith ­ 
out the change of a single intent or 
meaning in tilt' covenant as the Pres­ 
ident brought it fi r m Paris. 
N ev er ­ 
theless it is scarcely probable that 
the Democrats will boldly proclaim 
the covenant precisely sis presented 
by Mr. Wilson. 
Rather will they re­ 
sort to subterfuges intended to con­ 
vince the people that adherence to 
Hie league will in no

imperil 
American institutions or 
bring 
the 
United Stat es under the domination 
o f a foreign council. 
So called “ In­ 
terpretative 
reservations’*
